TWIN FALLS — Tbresn Kalco is 8* 
months pregnant end says she enn't find 
n doctor in town who will give her prena- 
tal care, 

Kalco moved here two months ago and 
immediately started looking for a doctor. 

After callmg l.'> family jiraclitioners 
and ob.steiricians, .she is convinced stie 
will have to walk into the Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center at delivery and 
"hope for the best.” 

"1 alrcjidy talked to the hospital and 
they say they won't turn me away," Kalco 
says. 

Kalco is one of a growing number of 
women who go without prennUil care, 
mostly because they are poor, says Maggi 
Machnln, Mnlcmnl and InfunL Cnrc Pro- 
gram coordinator for the South Central 
District Health Department. 

"Physicians are reticent to Uike women 
several months into pregnancy," Miichala 
says. 

She says women who do not gel prena- 
tal care early in their pregnancies are at 
higher risk of having problem.s at birth, 
including a tow-weight baby.

More women may arrive 
at hospital without care

TWIN FALLS — The numlior of wom- 
en walking into the hospital without pre- 
natal care will double if n diminishing 
corps of doctors taking their cases is not 
replaced, health nffictals say. 

Earlier this month, the Family Health 
Service.^ Clinic discontinued it's olistet- 
rics program, which provided care for us 
many as 80 women a year, wlien Dr, Alan 
Gorang left town and was not replaced, 
said Tbm Machutn, director of the clinic. 

Also, some family practitioners are 
limiting the number of obstetrics pa- 
tients they see to take advantage of a 
lower role of malprnclice insurance. 

"I'm nut sure who is going to pick tliem 
up," .said Twin Falls pediatrician Paul 
Mile.s. 

Monte Crandall, an obstetrician who 
has participated in a program for low-in. 
come, high-risk women, said it is doubt- 
ful new stale programs taking efl'ecl next 


year will lake care of them all. 

The state Legistalnre appmpriated 
•'!>8G.'),()()0 to improve preiuilal care, a 
sum matched iwo-lo-one by lederiil 
.Tunds, Part of Ihe m<mey is exiiected to 
increase the mimlier of women who i|ual- 
tfy for Medicaid. 

"This is only a drop in the bucket. " said 
Maggi Machala, coordinalor of the Ma- 
ternal and Infant Care i’rogram at the 
South Central Ui.stricl Heallli Depart- 
ment. "This is not .going to meet tlie 
need. "

up at the hospital at the lime of delivery.

Authorities said most of the 
victims were white. The blast oc- 
curred one day after "Cry Free- 
.liiiin," the film about black ac- 
tivist Steven Biko, was banned 
by the government just seven 
hours after theaters began show- 
ing it. 

Thu noon explosion at the main 
shopping center in Benoni, 12 
miles east of Johannesburg, was 
the fifth in two days in South 
Africa.

Meyer said nine people were crit- 
ically or seriously injured in the 
Benoni blast, which was caused 
by a limpet mine, lie said one of 
them, a while woman, died later 
at a hospiuu. 

There was no immediate claim 
of rosonsihility, but Adriaan 
Vlok, the Minister of Law and 
Order, blamed the African Na- 
tional Congress, the main guer- 
rilla group fighting the white-led 
government. 

The bombing "is convincing 
proof that the ANC viewed all 
the inhabitants of Soutli Africa 
as its ehemie.s, and based its 
hope on violence only," Vlok said 
in a statement.

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Dukakis gains ground 
by avoidi ng word 

Michael Dukakis has surged in the polls in two 

both what he has done and what he has not sa 

First, he has smoothed over the potential riifl' 
with the left wing of the Democratic Party by 
making soothing-noises about how much he neods 
Jesse Jackson. In fact, he needs Jackson very lit 
tie. 

Second, he has shown himself to be a shrewd 
politician in his selection of Lloyd Bentsen of 
Texas os his running mate. Picking Bentsen is a 
move to the nation’s political center, which 
Dukakis must capture if he is to win in Novem- 
ber. 

But his greatest achievements so far have been 
in what he has left out: he has been oh-so-careful 
not to utter either the “L“ word of liberalism or 
the “T“ word of taxes, as in “I’m going to raise 
your taxes." 

In short, he is adopting the proven forumla of 
Reagan presidential politics in the 1980s: never, 
ever admit that the economic forces on the hori- 
zon will result in what everyone knows will be a 
tax increase and never, ever use the dreaded “L“ 
word to describe a federal program. 

Anjfthing beyond a cursory look at the so-called 
“Massachusetts Miracle" shows that it is fueled 
by an enormous increase in . state revenue; 
Dukakis has implied that he would use the same 
approach to the national scene. 

That he will raise taxes is a given, but he is 
plenty .wise enough not to say so, as Walter Mon- 
dale fatally did, during an election campaign. 

He is also wise enough to not to say where any 
such taxes would fall, but Democrats in Congress 
are already talking about “revising" the income 
tax structure, and you know what that means. 

In 1986, the top 50 percent of of taxpayers paid 
94 percent of the taxes; the top 10 percent of tax- 
payers — those - with adjusted gross incomes 
above $49,000 — paid 55 percent of the taxes, in 
• an average amount of more than $20,000 per re- 
turn. 

Those numbers don’t suggest there is much 
more to squeeze from the so-called middle class, 
but it is on this group that a Dukakis tax increase 
would fall. 

Dukakis will gain much support by playing on 
the vague sense that the. Reagan fantasy years 
must be ended and that more reality is needed in 
our national affairs. 

But before we all run out and sign up for the 
rosy future he projects, we suggest a hard look at 
the numbers. 
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Religion contributed to Iran 's setbacks 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Ayotollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's unconditional acceptance of U.N. Reso- 
lution 596, which amounts to unconditional surren- 
der, calls into question the basic concept of the Is- 
lamic state. 

Iran's humiliating foilurc has discredited 
Khomeini's ‘‘layat-e-faqih," thcTuIc of the theolo- • 
gians. Thus the Sunni Muslim abhorrence of any 
priestly caste, of ayatollahs and “hojatolcslams," 
has been both justified and strengthened. 

It is the rcli^ousospcctofthc Islamic state that 
contributed largely to its defeat. It was Khomeini 
who dragged God into the war as his, and Iran's, 
battlefield ally. That wos all well when the battles 
were victories; but when the battles were defeats, 

- the only explanation was that the God of Battles 
had changed his mind, had changed sides and had 
withdrawn what the Chinese called the Mandate 
ofHeaven." 

That divine desertion was apparent to even the 
most devout member of the “Basij," the volunteer 
army, or the ‘‘Pasdaran,'’thc Revolutionary Guard. 
Their morale, based on faith and martyrdom, was 
shattered, which is why for 18 months they hove ci- 
ther refused to volunteer or have been drifting 
away into desertion by the tens of thousands. With 
a population five times that of Iraq, it is sheer lack 
of manpower that hos brought Iran to its current 
military situation where the Iraqis can march in 
and out of Iran, scooping up booty and prisoners. 

This convincing failure of the Islamic state in 
theory and practice should give pause to the Islam- 
izing ombitions of the rulers of Bangladesh, Paki- 
stan and the Sudan. For the Afro-Asinn countries 
in which there is a continuous tussle between plu- 
ralistic secularism and various forms of religious 
fundamentalism — from Indonesia and Mntay'sia 
to Sri Lanka and Turkey — it is of the utmost im- 
portance that Iraq’s secular nationalism has pre- 
vailed. 

And Iraq’s Arab nationalism prevailed overShia 
particularism — the subversive calls by Shia Iran 
to Iroq'sArab Shia mqiority torise.ngAintt its 
Sunni Muslim rulers. This means that the Islamic 
revolution has failed to export itself even to a 
neighboring Shia country — a crippling disillusion- 
ment for Shin groupings in other Muslim countries. 

Thus the Shia community in Pnkisum, which, 
stirred up by Khomeini's mi.ssionnrics. had become

orrogant and demanding, will be less defiant of 
Gen. Zia ul-Haq as a Sunni Muslim ruler. Most af- 
fected is the Hezbollah group in Lebanon. Its lead- 
ers. frustrated and bewildered, can only soy that 
the sudden Iranian turnobout has to be seen as a 
contribution to regional and world peace — a likely 
talc. 

The Gulf War has already brought into existence 
a new pattern in the pan-Arab balance of power. 
Under the direct impulsion and supervision of Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein, Iraq moved out of the 
^oup of radical, socialist, rcjcctionist Arab states 
(whidi all supported Iran) and joined the bloc of 
moderates, both in their internal and their exter- 
nal policies - Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Bahrain and, 
farther afield, Jordan and Egypt. 

Abandoning socialism, Iraq's internal economic 
arrangements can now best be described os 
Thatcherism on the Tigris. With peace and victory, 
Iraq will emerge os the leader of the moderates, - 
unchollcngcd cither by Saudi Arabia or Egypt, still 
shackled by its treaty with Israel. Under that lead- 
ership the moderates will wield political predomi- 
nance in the Arab world. A direct beneficiary of 
this shift would be Yasser Arafat’s Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization, which broke earlier cordial re- 
lations with Khomeini's Iran to back Iraq. Now 
Iraq’s support will more than counterbalance Syr- 
ian hostility toward Arafat. 

Iraq olso emerges now as the major power in the 
gulf and will remain so until Iran reconstitutes its 
armed forces, a task that would take several years. 

Fears have been expressed that Iraq may try to 
throw its armed weight around by, for instance, re- 
viving its long-maintained territorial claim against 
Kuwait. But this is not likely, and not only because 
it is a foolish claim (and Hussein, after eight years 
of war, is nobody's fool). It would also be rank in- 
gratitude toward Kuwait which, with Saudi Ara- 
bia. never wavered in its support for Iraq, even 
when both of them came under what looked like a 
very real threat from Iran. 

Hussein is expected to use muscle on one issue 
against Iran — the question of freedom of naviga- 


tion in the Shatt al Arab waterway, one of the main 
original causes of the war. The day before Iran ac- 
cepted Resolution 598, Hussein announced that, 
Iraq would aspert its claim to full control of the wa- 
terway. whiemit could certainly impose for some, ' 
time. In law, however, Iraq does not hove a good 1 
.. case and would merely be storing up trouble for the 
future. Hussein should resist the temptation of . 
shoving the ayatollah’s face into the Shatt al Ar^ 
mud. •- 

The task of internal reconstruction is vast 
enough to keep both countries fully occupied, 
enough so to discourage them from any foreign ad- 
ventures. That is one reason why fears that Israel 
has expressed, of danger from an antagonistic, bat- 
tle-experienced Iraq, are somewhat exaggerated. 

As far as land battles go, Iraq, as in earlier wars,- ' 
could only come to grips with Isfael on Syrian and 
Jordanian territory. If Israel docs not attack, it is a 
moot question whether cither of those countries ' ' 
would once ogain give the Iraqis the right of way. , 
And if Israel is genuinely fearful of Iraqi missileO' ; 
and chemical warfare, that is all the more reason 
for it to make peace with the Arabsi 
Syria has better reason to fear Iraq, because mu- 
tual hostility preceded the war and was greatly er- . 
acerbated by Syria’s active and open support of ' ' 
Iran over the past eight years. It would almost be * 
asking too much of Iraq not to try to subvert or ' 
even overthrow the Assad regime in Damascus. ' ' 

Perhaps the most serious consequence of the ca- 
pitulation will be felt inside Iran itself, following 
popular disillusionment with a regime that kept ' * 
the war going unnecessarily and for no gain. The' ; 
surprise and disoppointment among the citizenry' 
would have been much less if the Iranian leaders ' 
had not kept up their belligerency to the very end.' 

Iran's leaders, aware that the suddenness of the 
i»licy switch has puzzled the country's long-suffer- 
ing masses, are telling Iranians not to ask why. ' , 
But that will not stop the questioning. With its fol- 
lowers baffled and frustrated, the revolution inside 
Iran is greatly weakened. Events have brought ■ 
much nearer the doy ofo second, corrective, revdlu- 
lion, in which the mullahs will be held accountable 
for the sorry state of Iran,

JACKPOT, Nev. — Jackpot is in 
the midst of o smoU building boom af- 
ter four years of little construction. 

“A lot of people have been moving 
through town,” businessman and lo- 
cal government ofllcial Richard Car- 
son said. “It’s a busy highway. There’s 
a significant increase on the road.” 

Among the construction projects, 
completed or in progress, are a new 
baseball diamond, casino expansions, 
tho town’s government huil ding_nn d: 
RV park. For the future, the town wall 
soon have a new post office. 

Carson said expansion in Jackpot is 
often difllcull either because lend is 
priced high or owned by the Bureau of 
Land Management, which requires 
more paperwork to dose a sale than a 
transaction between two private par- 
ties. 

Still, he says, successful businesses 
are possible if they're managed prop- 
erly. 

Some of the building projects are 
the direct result of increased tourist 
traffic along the highway, Carson 
said. 

The town recently completed its 
first baseball diamond, paid for 
through funds from the state’s room 
tax. '^e field will be seeded this fall 
and will be used mostly by the Little 
League. 


Traffic has increased at the airport 
to the point where planes occasionally 
have no parking space, Carson said. 
The town is owaiting word on Federal 
Aviation Administration grant funds 
to lengthen the runway and expand 
plane parking space. 

Carson recently opened a 36-unit 
RV park, bringing his total units to 
about 100. He soys the units arc 
booked to capacity during the summer 
months. “There so many RVs on the 
road right now. I’d say a 20 to 25 per- 
cc^ increase during the last three 
years,” Carson said. 

The casinos have added on in re- 
cent months too. 

Cactus Pete's’ Starlight Casino 
opened July 1, adding 7,000 square 
feet to the gaming area and the 
Horseshoe Saloon wos remodeled in 
June to a turn-of-the-century atmo- 
sphere. 

Barton's Club 93 plans to double its 
casino area - within . the- nbxt few 
months. 

To accommodate the growth, the 
town is expanding its municipal build- 
ing by about one-third, which will add 
a meeting room and o^ice space. 

The last mqjor construction in the 
town was in 1984 when Cactus Pete’s ‘ 
enlarged jts casino and Carson added 
34 units to his 26-unit trailer pork. 

Carson said the increased tourist I 
traffic and lower interest rates are the i 


main reason for the current mini- 
boom. South of the town, in and 
around the county seat of Elko, a re- 
cent burst in mining activity has 
boosted the economy &ere, but Car- 
son said its effect hasn't reached Jack- 
pot. 

For the future, the town should find 
out in August where its new post of- 
fice will be, Carson said. The current 
post ofilce is in the casino at Cactus 
Pete's. The location has a number of 
problems, Carson said, including no 
parking space or restrooms.

Jackpot also has had fund-raisers 
to get a child-core center started and 
a California corporation recently 
looked at the town os a possible site 
for a new motel.

Utah governor begins campaign

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Citing a 
sharp decline in the number of chil- 

dren who are vaccinat ed aga inst 

3ea3Ty"cHn3Rood diseasesf Gov. Norm 
Bangcrtcr has declared August "Back 
' to School Immunization Month.” 

The governor said recent studios in- 
dicate that mure than 20 percent of 
children enrolled in day care facilities 
in Utah have not been adequately im- 
munized, and that 40 percent of the 
slate's 2-year-old.s have not had the 
necessary vaccinations. 

“Despite the existence of a state- 
wide immunization law for public and 
private schools and licensed child care 
facilities, the percentage of Utah’s 
cliildrcn adequately immunized 
against seven cliildhood disca.ses has 
steadily declined over the last four 
years," Bnngerler said at a nows con- 
ference Friday. 

"There is no excu.se today for a child 
to become infected with pertus.sis, 

. measles, rubella, mumps, diphthorin, 
tetanus or polio. 

Under state law. no child may lie 
denied immunizations in a public im- 
munization clinic because of a fami- 
ly’s inability to pay. 

Bangcrtcr said it's largely because 
of these declines that pertussis, or 
whooping coiigi). caso.s have increased 
dramatically. More cases of this dis- 
ease wore reported in Utah in 1985 
and 198(5 than in any year since 19(55. 

"Oneoflhe problems that we find i.s 
because the tlisense.s arc not curn-nt ly 
around us to the extent they were 2U 
or 30 years ago, parents .seem to for- 
got that they are still problems,’’ said 
Dr. Suzanne Dnndoy, executive di-' 
rector.

In 1983, under federal contract 
with drug manufacturers, states were 
able to purchase the DPT vaccine for 
12 cents a dose. The current cost is 
38.46 a dose.

Lyng said the drought will cause retail 
food prices to rise only about 1 to 2 percent 
. above the normol 2 to 3 percent food infla- 
tion rale. So food prices would inflate 4 to 5 
percent in the next year. 

But conservative Twin Falls commodity 
broker Alex Sinclair doesn’tbuy.it'and nei- 
ther does the flamboyant Democratic 
Texas Commissioner of Agriculture Jim 
Hightower. Both men say the food pro- 
cessors will be raising their prices and 
blaming it on the drought. Even ifthc 
drought has no effect on their product. 
They will use the drought as an excuse to 
raise prices artificially, they say. 

Consequently, Sinclair predicts food 
costs will rise on additional 7 to 8 percent 
in the next year. 

Part of the local economic vigor is runofT 
from the dramatic rise in farm prices in 
the second quarter. Magic Valley formers 
are going to do well this season, and other 
business people and workers seem to be- 
lieve the old adage, ‘As the farmer goes, so 
goes the rest of us." 

The second quarter farm price index 
rose almost 10 percent from a year ago, 
and has jumped 14,6 percent just since the 
first quarter. 

The index i.s measured against a base 


price set in 1980. Right now local farmers 
are earning an average of 91. i percent of 
what they earned then. Some specific 
prices arc higher now. Others arc lower.

The national economy is stronger than a 
lot of economists thought it would be, Sin- 
clair said. 

The Federal Reserve has kept money 
loose to prevent a recession after the stock 
market crashed last October. But Sinclair 
warns that fear of inflation is leading the 
Federal Resenb to raise interest rotes . . 
again now. 

The prime rate has been raised twice in 
the last two months. Sinclair believes it 
will continue logo up. 

There are two ways to curb inflation, ho 
says. The monetary approach has the Fed- 
eral Reserve raise interest rates. 

“Historically they will keep raising the 
rate until they have overdone it and then 
we will have a recession," he said. 

The other approach is by reducing the 
deficit. 

When on inflationary period is indicat- 
ed, Congress and the president con cut the 
budget or raise taxes or both to reduce the 
deficit which would cut the fuel of infla- 
tion. 

If the deficit is reduced, interest rates 
would not have to be raised, and a re- 
cession could be avoided. 

But, Sinclair says Congress and the pre- 
sident will neither cut the budget nor raise 
toxes in time now to prevent a Federal Re- 
serve-induced recession. He predicts a 

three to five year recession beginning in 
1989, no matter who is elected president. 


Desp ite drou ght's effects, fcirmers' 
cash receipts may be up in 1988

WASHINGTON - Farmers collectively 
may wind up with about os much cash in- 
in-1988-as lost year’s record level, ac- 
cording to Agriculture Deportment econo- 
mists. 

Some farmers have been hit hard by 
drought while others were only nudged or 
escaped altogether. Those ore the farmers 
re able to take advantage of higher 
lily prices. 

;esult is a greuter.income disparity 
sual among formers and from one 
ction region to another, depending on 

'lore the rain fell and when. 

"Although little overall change is ex- 
pected in income, regional disruptions nre, 
arising because income differs sharply 
among individual farmers from what it 
would have been with normal weather," 
the department’s Economic Rcscorch Ser- 
vice sold Wednesday. 

Smaller, drought-withered crops and a 
sharp drawdown of grain held in storage 
have boosted commodity prices "usually by 
more than enough to oiTsel reduced yields," 
tj;ie report said. 

‘This year’s cash receipts (from soles)' 
are up because of higher crop values and 
sales from past ycars’‘crops in storage at 


drought-increased prices," the report said. 
“However, farmers hit hardest by the 
.weather arc expected to have much lower 
' receipts.” 

Officials said the rise in . commodity 
prices may boost fanners' gross cash in- 
come nationally to a range of $162 billion 
to $167 billion in 1988, about $4 billion 
higher than projected lost month. Nation- 
ally, the gross was about $159 billion in 
1987. 

Gross cosh income includes proceeds 
from marketings and direct government 
payments. When cash expenses are de- 
ducted, what is left is called net cash in- 
come, which was projected at $53 billion to 
$59 billion for 19.86, compared with the 
record of$56 billion in 1987. 

The agency also computes "net farm 
income" to include allowances for the value 
of goods consumed at home, dwellings and 
changes in the value of inventories held by 
fanners. ’ 

On that basis, this year's net farm in- 
come could be in the range of $40 billion to 
$45 billion, down from $42 billion to $48 
billion forecast in June. Net farm income 
in 1967 was $46 billion. 

Ofilcials said the decline — $I billion to 
$6 billion from lost year — reflects the 
drop in 1986 production. 

Direct-government payments to farmers. 


including “deficiency” payments to crop 
producers, arc expected to decline this year 
to Q ro^nge of $11 billio^n to $13 bill ion , fro m 
d record of $17 Billion in 1987, said econo- 
mist Richard Kodl. The higher market 
prices arc trimming the subsidies. 

But the biggest reduction will come in 
calendar 1969, Kodl said. That is bccau.se 
mostofthepoyments for 1968 crops will go 
to farmers next year, after USDA does the 
bookkeeping on how much will be due. 

The report also said: 

• Drought has hurt non-irrigated fruits 
and vegetables, especially di7 edible 
beans, tart cherries, green pens, sweet 
corn and snap beans for canning. Fresh 
vegetable production tends to be irrigated 
and has survived relatively well. 

• Pasture and range conditions as of 
July 1 were the worst since records began 
in 1921. Farmers have had to sell some 
breeding stock from pa.stures, and the in- 
creased need to supplemental feeding has 
driven up the price ofhay. 

• As a result of hc^rd culling, meat sup- 
plies arc increasing, and prices received for 
livestock arc dropping. But increased sales 
and higher prices for poultiT and eggs are 
maintaining livestock cash receipts. 
Higher feed costs, however, may push live* ' 
stock operations from profit to loss in the 
second hnlfofthcycar. 


Study shows banks now can deal 
better with drought than in past

many banks serving farmers were in much 
better shape going into this summer’s dev- 
astating drought- than they would hove 
been a few years ago.

farm loans — were rebounding as farmers 
entered the spring planting season. 

"Farm banks are belter poised to deal 
with losses from agriculturol loans than 
they were a few years ago,” the report said, 
‘Their delinquent farm loans have been 
falling since mid-1986, and the drop in real 
farmland values has bottomed out in mo.st 
parts of the country." 

Even so, 20 percent of 543 agricultural 
banks classified as “vulnerable" at the be- 
ginning of (his year arc located in the 
worst drought counties, the report said. 
And n bank’s strenglh'and performance in 
1987 are important in judging how well it 
could withstand drought-related losses. 

The report, which was prepared hy 
agency economist-Gregory Gojewski, said 
that forecasts before the drought indicated 
40 to 60 agricultural banks niight'fail this 


year, fewer than the 75 failures in 1987, 
which was a post-Dopre.ssion high. 

Farm income nationally is expected to bo 
little affected by the drought, hut farmers 
in the drought-hit areas will suifer while 
others outside of those areas are expected 
to benefit from higher commodity prices, 
“The farmers hit hardest will be unable 
to meet expenses ihi.s year, including re- 
paying their local banks for farm credit 
u.sed to put in this year’s aborted crop," the 
report said. "Banks in the parched coun- 
ties will take unexpected hits unless fed- 
eral programs rescue the farmers." 

Legislation providing emergency 
drought relief for farmers is currently 
working its way through Congress.

In amateur sports, the exceptions don't use drugs

Helen Bosterud, the Norwegian 
Minister of Justice, was speaking be- 
fore the delegates at the First Perma- 
nent World Conference on Anti-Dop- 
ing in Sport. 

Explaining why she, the govern- 
ment official responsible for law en- 
forcement and overseeing the Norwe- 
gian criminal code, would attend a 
conference in Canada on drugs in 
sport, Bosterud told this story: 

“We are told thot Albert Einstein as 
a child was somewhat slow-minded.

Obvi- 
ously, his porents were afraid that lit- 
tle Albert would never bo able to

The story is illustrative on many 
levels, but perhaps not in the way 
Bosterud intended when she spoke at 
the June 26-29 conference at Ottawa, 
Canada.

The fact is, everything in the sports 
world was not OK until now. After 20 
years of Olympic drug testing, several 
scandals, arrests at international bor- 
ders and numerous hcal^ risks, the 
much-dUcussed war ogamst dnig.s in 
sport is, as ever^ being wop by the alh- 
lelcs who use drugs to enhance perfor- 
mance: those who are infnrm {»tl 
about the statc-of-thc-sport designer 


drugs; tho.se who utilize sophisticated 
drugs — masking agents — to render 
urine tests incfTcctivc; those who have 
hnmessed the vast hut dormant 
sports medicine complex woriilwidc lo 
aid them in their quest for strcngtli, 
speed nnd security from tests.. 

. Public consciousncs.H about drugs in 
sport has come n long way from Cam- 
eos, Venezuela, in the summer of 
1983. From a laboratory that few 
feared came the news that 15 athletes 
hod tested positive for banned sub- 
stances. including two from llic 
United States. 

More shocking here whs lhc'c.xi)dus 
of 13 members of the U.S. track and 


field team, all of whom .suddenly 
found they had a Inlc-night plane to 
calch.

Elvis could be skinny or fut on new stamp

The Postal Service is on the verge of memo- 
rializing Elvis Presley on a commemorative 
stamp, but the rock 'n roll .star's /an.s can't 
decide whether Uncle Sam should love him 
slender or love him fat. 

Speaking to a group of real estate apprais- 
,crH in Snn Francisco Monday, Postmaster 
General Anthony M. Frank disclosed that 
four facti«n.s have emerged since he first en- 
dorsed the idea of an Elvis stamp three 


months ago. Two are violently opposed to the 
idea of the stamp, but the two backing it can- 
not ogrec on how the "king of rock 'iV roll " 
should look, he said. 

One group — which Frank de.scribcfJ ns the 
Tat" faction — - wants Presley portrayed in 
his corpulent splendor after drugs and exces- 
sive eating bloated his body before his death 
in 1977. This group, the postmostcr general 
said, believes Presley should be honored "on 
n larger stamp." 

Another faction, composed mo.stly of Elvis’ 


devoted fans, wants .him pictured as he was 
•in his heyday, a slim, swivel-hipped per- 
former whn.se songs changed contemporary 
music. 

A third fiicLion, citing .supermarket tabloid.s 
as proof, is claiming that Presley is alive and 
living in Hawaii or Michigan, depending on 
the publication. Weekly World News, which 
reported in May that Presley is living in 
Hawaii under the name John Burrows, pub- 
lished nil "nrti.st's conception of how the 53- 
year-old Elvis Presley looks today."

Bills aimed at reversing warming introduced

power and natural gas, 

•; The bills trample on so many spe- 
rial interests that neither of the chief 
sponsors — Sen. Robert T. Stafford, 
R-Vt., and Sen. Timothy E. Wirth, D- 
Colo. — expect to achieve anything 
more than committee hearings in the 
femainingmonths of the current Con- 
^ss. 

Wirth noted the “conflicting coali- 
tions out there” and said that getting 
Congress to approve what amounts to 
“restructuring our economy” may be 
as difllcult as Mikhail Gorbachev’s 
perestroika in the Soviet Union. 

StafTord, ontidpating complaints 
that his bill “demands too much in n 
few places" and would drastically al- 
ter American lifestyles, asked fellow 
senators to consider “what the world 
may resemble if we fail to act.

According to scientists, the green- 
house effect will trap so much heat by 
the middle of the next century that 
world temperatures will rise up to 
eight -degrees.

expand, lending to flooding and beach 
erosion. 

A NASA scientist testified in Con- 
gress last month that this year’s tem- 
peratures ore "significantly warmer" 
than any previous period since mea- 
surements were first taken 100 years 
ago, and that the heat wave and 
drought in the Midwest and South 


this summer, arc the types of crises 
that result from the greenhouse ef- 
fect. 

The’ global-warming trend is so 
hard to reverse that Stafford’s ambi- 
tious measures would only cut one or 
two 'degrees out of the eight-degree 
rise expected, he said. 

Thursday’s bills find common ' 


ground in urging reductions pf carbon 
dioxide, the most dangerous green- 
house gas, which is generated bj' the 
burning of coal and oil. The extent of 
reductions proposed by each bill and 
their approach varies. 

Stafford is seeking a 50 percent cut 
in carbon dioxide by the year 2000. 
The burden would fall on cars, which 


would have to halve emissions of the 
pollutant; power plants, which would 
have to cut by 60 percent their use of 
fossil fuel; and home furnaces. Five 
years oiler enactment, all new homes 
would haye to be equipped with fur- 
naces and water heaters emitting no 
more pollution than the best available 
technology. 

Wirth’s bill, which has- 15 co-spon- 
sors, aims at a 20 percent cut in car- 
bon dioxide by the year 2000. An aide 
sold this would be achieved by in- 
. croasing eflielency of plants using fos- 
sil fuels and by reducing the demand 
for fossil fuels, 

The. measure calls for a “Least- 
Coast National Energy Plan" to be de- 
vised by the government to conserve 
fossil fuels and tap “renewable" en- 
ergy sources, such as wind, solar, geo- 
thermal and hydroelectric power; a 
$450 million program over three 
yeors to research and develop renew- 
able sources; an energy-conservation 
plan to cut energy use by 2 to 4 per- 
cent annually; and $500 million to re- 
search, develop and demonstrate 
technologies for new, safe and cost-cf- 
ficient nuclear reactors. 

The most strenuous opposition .to 
the bills is expected from the utility 
and auto industries, but'their spokes- 
men withheld comm'ent until further 
study. 

John Grasser, of the National Cool 
Association, said not enough is known 
about the greenhouse riTect and it is 
"shortsigh^e^to base energy policy on 
anticipated ' environmental • effects 
that wo are not sure will ever come 
about." 

Michael Oppenheimer of-tho Envi- 
ronmental Defens^und praised both 
bills.
